A late Boston Transcript has a three-col- 
umn criticism of the Divinity School of Har- 
vard University at Cambridge, by “Observer.”

We are goling to secularize the. State. We 
expect much help from Unitaridns, but we 
"aro aware that some of them ard unwilling 
to ald us; and we are sure that the American 
Unitarian Association will not consider this 
any part of its legitimate work. We are 
united in our desire to increase religious 
liberty, and to sweep away all laws which in- 
fringe upon it, whether by compelling un- 
willing contributions for sectarian purposes, 
by discrediting atheists ln court, by enfore- 
log Sabbatarianiam, by excluding: unbeller- 
era from office, by punishing free speech as 
blasphemy, or by setting up the Bible to be 
worshiped in our public schools, All these 
abuses must be reformed before religion can 
be called really free. Our constitutions and 
statute-books mnst be purified, not only of 
these relics of the Dark Ages, but of all 
phrases requiring the observance of Sunda 
and the taking of oaths. Expression of faith 
in the divine existence may be highly proper 
elsewhere, but {t can have no place in the of- 
ficial utterances of the State. In order to 
free religion from governmental control, we 
must coufine the State to its legitimate busi- 
ness of protecting life, liberty, and property, 
and doing simply what we all wish to have 
done, but none of us can do well enough for 
ourselves. : 
These great reforms lie before us. It may 
take a century to carry them out; and, when 
uey are accomplished, our Association can 
still Andework enough todo, An endlessand 
glorious future Hes before ita members, 
rather let ine say before all, who believe in 
liberty and morality, who loye freedom of 
thooght and speech, who delight in reform 
and progress. But let us not look so far into 
the future as to overlook the pressing reforms 
that stand closeathand. Two petitions have 
been prepared by the Secularization Commit- 
teo of the Free Religious Association, as nu- 
thorized at the annual meeting, in hope of 
hastening on reforma for which some of us 
have already asked in yain, and for which 
wo shall keep on asking until justice tri- 
umphs. These petitionsask the taxation of 
churches and the repeal of the statute dis- 
crediting the testimony of unbellevers.

If the Dru bur; of Hegel had 
been to {htroduce confusion of thought, to 

„destroy the habit of correct thinking, to con- 
found all distinctions, and destroy the power 
of arriving at truth, he could not have pro-.

Nowhere even in the days ot Aquinas, Duns 
Beotus, Lombard and Lully do we find so per-

Thomas Paine was a spiritual thinker, with 
no sympathy or anity with Materialism: He 
would have defended the right of free opin- 
ion for the Atheist, but was not himself athe- 
istic.

Resuscitation of Life After Bleeding to 
Death, or Drowning.

The Denver News not long since had a 
startling communication, which probably will 
go the rounds of the, detailing the meth- 
ods None Armftag6 in restoting to life dogs 
that had been, in some experiments, bled to 
death, and in othorgdrownéd,and ofa cult ul 
bled to death. The dog was left three hours and 
the calf twelve hours before fresh blood was 
injected into their veins, and respiratory 
means resorted to, and yet they were both re- 
stored to life! The story is highly sensation- 
al; but when we consider that the moment 
actual death occurs, great changes in the tis- 
sues commence and run s rapid course, espe- 
cially at the high temperature of 700, which |‘ 
was maintained in these experiments, we are 
assured that it has no foundation in fact. We 
can set it down as an axiom that no organic 
being once dead can ever be restored to life. 
The moment actual death unlocks the tissues 
from the embrace of vital forces, those of de- 
cay lurtantiy aro at work, and no extraneous 
chemical or mechanical means can restore 
the organism to its previous condition. The 
érganic machinery is not only stopped, it is 
broken, irreparably in every fibre and mole- 
cule. hab amd surrendered to the forces 
of chemi 525 from which it can only 
be recovered by assimilation in new organ- 
isms. The article in the Denver News is be- 
yond the pale of criticism, and we refer to it 
only because It will be widely circulated and 
by its pretense to scientific seburacy be liable 
to mfslead the reader. 

When it is taken itd consideration that 
whenever transfusion has been resorted to in 
cases of hemorrhage, long before life Is ex- 
tinct, in fact when all the functions are in- 
tact, the chances of failure aro greatly’ 
against those of success, the statement that 
life can be restored after death by this means 
iş at once branded as false, without a shadow 
of foundation in fact.

In one 
apartment may be seen the coat of mail and 
armor worn by Cortez; the chair, priestly 
robe and other articles belonging to Miguel 
Hidalgo, whom the Mexicans fondly call the 
Washington of Mexico, and who was the first 
to instigate a revolt from Spanish rule in 
1810; the silver plate and, other relics of 
Maximilian, also make a very fine display. 
In a glass case may be seen the mummified 
remains of a woman found bricked up in the 
walls of the inquisition, aud crouched at her 
foot is the evidence of a crime, for which it 
is desired that you should believe she was 
smothered to death. Itisof an infant half 
human and half canine, The old inquisition 
is now used for secular purposes, and numer- 
ous mummies have from time to time been 
foùnd in the walls while repaira have been 
golng on.

Relative Antiquity of the Bibles of the 
World. 


From San Franelsco papers we glean the 
following concerning a recent discussion in 
that city between Rov. Dr. J. P. Newman and 
our contributor, Wm. Ewmette Coleman. 

Dr. Newman, it appears, delivered to a 
crowded audience. for the genefit ot the Young 
Men's Christian Association, a lecture on 
“The Seven Bibles of the World.” The Doc 
tor claimed that the Christian Bible was the 
oldest book in the world; that Gil scholars 
agree that Moses wrote the Pentgteuch 1500 
B. C. ; that the oldest of tho other sacred books 
of the world only dated from about 1200 B. C.; 
thus giving Moses 300 years the start of all 
the other inspired writers; that the Chinese 
had no writing 1600 B. C, and Confucius only 
dated from 550 B. C.; that the Vedas date 
from 1100°B. C.; and that the Christian Bible 
contained three doctrines not found in any 
of the other Bibles,—the Fatherhood of God, 
the Brotherhood of Man, and the Elevation 
of Woman. * . 

“To thia Mr. Coleman replied in the San 
Franelseo Post, that the Doctor had ignored 
tho oldest sacred book in the world, the Egyp- 
tian “ Book of the Dead,” which dates back to 
the fourth dynasty, several thousand years 
before Moses, and which was so old, over 1000 
years before Moses, as to be partly unintellig- 
iblo; that nearly ajl Egyptologists are agreed 
that the Hebrew Exodus occurred under Mer- 
neptah about 1300 B.C, and the Pentateuch 
could not have been written till 1260 or 1280 
B. C., instead of 1500 B. C.; that all untram- 
meled scholars now admit that a large part 
of the Pentateuch was not written by Moses, 
and it is doubtful if any was; that the sacred 
“Sha-king” of the Chinese contained writ- 
ings as old as 2100 B, C.; that no Sanskritist 
places the oldest Veda’ as late as 1100 B. C., 
the oldest -hymns dating from at least 1400 
B. C. and that the three doctrines above named 
are found in other sacred books,—the Dyaus- 
Pitar or Heavon-Father“ of the Vedas bo- 
ing instanced. 

In an interview with a Post reporter Dr. 
Newman repeated his former assertions, cit- 
ing the Encyclopwdlas, including Appleton’s, 
as conlirming his date for Moses, and citing 
Legge, Williams, Medhurst and Chalmers as 
confirmatory of his statements concerning 
the Chinese writings. He also referred to 
Marshman às the best historian of India, and 
said that owing to the unsettled state of the 
Egyptian.chronology the date of the “Book 
of the Dead” was known. 

Mr. Coleman replied in the Post at length, 
giving numerous q tions from loading 
con- | Suthorities on all the ponts involved in the 
le | discussion, in support of his statements, He 

has quoted Appleton’s Cyclopedia as- endorsing 
his date of thp Exodus in three passages, and 
claimed that none of the standard encyclo- 
peedias endorsed the Doctor's date. Accord- 
ing to the shortest Egyptian chronology the 
“ Book of the Dead” was over 1000 y id- 
er than Moses, with 14 dynasties of kings be- 
tween the two. Legge places the earliest 
Chinese writings at 3200 B. C., and says parta 
of tho Shu-king” were written 2100 B. C- 
Williama and Medhurst say the same thing 
substantially of the “ Shu-king,” and €tralpi- 
ers gays the Chinese had writing before 1060 
B-€. Marshman places the Vedas at 1400 B. 
C. All of the Doctor's authorities seem to 
have been quoted against him by Mr. Colemun. 
The latter gentleman requested his readers 
to examine, in the libraries, the works quot- 
ed by him, and to publish in the Post any 
error detected. None have been so published: 
He also challenged Dr? Newman to dispute 
the truth of his quotations.and references 
and his historical statements. Mr. Coleman 
named a long list lo theologians and 
scholabyot varios Countries who deny the 
Mosale authorship of the Pentateuch; and 
quoted from the latest orthodox work, Dr. 
Ladd's “ Doctrine of Sacred Scripture,” that 
among ssholars of all shades of opinion those 
Who still believe in the Mosaic authorship of 
the Pentateuch aro “too few to be worthy of 
counting,” and that among scholars the Mo- 
sale authorship “is no longer. debated by 
modorn criticism.” — 

Dr. Newman having offered no reply to Mr. 
Coleman's last artlele, the discussion closed.
